The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The objection to claim 14 is moot with the cancellation of that claim. 

The rejection of claim 17 under section 112, first paragraph is moot with the 
cancellation of that claim. 

The rejection of claims 11, 14, 16 and 17 under section 112, second paragraph is 
moot with the cancellation of those claims. 

The rejection of claims 10, 1 1 , 16 and 17 under section 102 over GB 224 is moot 
with the cancellation of those claims. 

The rejections under section 102 over Deck, Lee and Machacek are withdrawn 
since Deck fails to teach or suggest the required groups for Z'. 

The rejection of claims 12 and 13 under section 103 over GB 224 is moot with 
the cancellation of those claims. 

A search of the prior art failed to uncover a reference that teaches or suggests 
the instant compounds. For example, WO 2002022592 teaches the following 
compounds that fail to teach, or provide a basis for, the substitution of the Ar group fog 
the instant compounds:
